Easton took possession during Mr. Giant's 
illeess, and at onve ordered several needed 
improvements and alterations. When the 
venerable postmaster recovered safficiently to 
visit the office, he soundly berated Mr. Easton 
for the expenditure he had made, and upon 
the latter remonstrating against the violent 
enithets showered upon him, Mr. Grant lifted 
bis caneand strack him. After that, matters 
were q''@ed down fora time although Mr, 
Easton bas repeatedly expressed his determi 
nation to resign rather than be subjected to 
Mr. Grant’s irascible temper. On Satarday 
last the quarrel broke out afresh. Mr. Grant 
renewed bis attack upon Mr Easton, demand. 
ing bis withdrawal from the office. Io an 
interview witha reporter of the Cincinnati 
Commercial, Mr. Easton said he did not think 
Mr. Grant would resign, although the Presi~ 
dent wished bim to doso. In response to an 
inquiry as to the probability of the President 
removing his father, Mr. Esston said : 

Really, Sir, 1do vot know. I hardly think 
the President will remove his father, thcugh 
be may. He is a very peculiar man, when he 
once gets bis head set, and ten times as ob- 
stinate as his sire. He would doubtless prefer 
that the old gentleman should remain in 
office aati! the expiration of his present term, 
as | would, if he could be made to behave 
himself. But bis retention is now become a 
public scandal, and no one, lam convinced, 
feels it more than the President. For my 
own part, I am under heavy bonds to do my 
duty, and must remain, however unwillingly. 
Lam certainly in a most ancomfortable pos- 
ition, and would gladly escape from it if I 
could. ? 

The following letter was written by the 
President when Mr. Easton first tendered bis 
resigna'ion : 

“Executive Mansion. 
‘*Wasuinaton City, Sept. 4, 1872. 


‘My Dear Ma. Easton: I have just receiv- 
ed yonr letter ioclosing your resignation as 
Speeial Agentin charge of the Covington 
Post-Office, with the reasons therefor.

The San Juan Arbitration. 


[From the Toronto Mail.} 

It is matter for regret that the opinions of 
the experts to whom the Emperor William 
submitted the San Juan question bave been 
locked up in the public archives io Berlin in- 
stead of being given tothe world with the 
award. Althoagh the award has gone against 
us, there are a few considerations which belp 
to make it palatable. The Berlin corresnon:i- 
entofthe Daly News is authority for the 
statement thatthe experts recommended to 
the Emperor as.a fair compromise between 
the United States and Great Britain that the 
Middle Channel should be chosen as the bou- 
odary line instead of either the Rosaria Straivs 
or the Haro Cauai, and there seems Very lit- 
tle reason to doubt that if be bad not beeo 
tied down to a choice between the most east- 
erly aud the most westerly channel the 
Emperor William would have compromised 
the contentions of the respective nations. 
Bound to declare which, ia bis opinion, was 
the chanuel most in accordance with the 
terms of the Treaty of 18.6, heis said to have 
placed upon Great Britaia the responsibility 
of the vagueness of the wording of that in 
strument as it was drawn up by the represen- 
tatives of the British Governmeat; and so 
he decided in favour of the Haro Canal. 

Although it may seem to be somewhat out 
of the luck of British journalistic comment 
onthis question, we are free to say that, in 
our judgement, there is no substuntial injus- 
tice inflicted on Great Britain in giving to the 
United States the whole San Juan Archipela- 
go. Any one who looks ata map of the 
country will understand our meaning. The 
49:b parallel of latitude is the boundary line 
between British North American and the Unit- 
ed States ; were this parallel line carried due 
west to the Pacific Ocean, it would give to 
the United States the southern portion of 
Vancouver Island. Of coarse such a division 
could not be thought of, and ae the greater part 
of the Island lies tothe north of the 49tb 
parallel,the lesser part went with tbe greater 
lf then the boundary line’ deflected to the

“There is no good crying over spilt milk.’ 
Taking the 49th parallel as the real boundary 
line, we repeat what we bare already said, 
that thought the Emperor William might 
have selected the Middle Channel, bad he 
been free to do as he pleased, the selection of 
the Canal de Haro is no injustice to Great 
Britain, inasmuch as the boundary line would 
never bave deflected south of the 49th paraliel, 
except to give to Great Britain the southern 
part of Vancouver Island, 

And it is well informed and competent as 
Rev. Mr. Browning, the positive statment 
that with San Juan in the bands of the Ameri- 
cans, freedom of navigation need be iu no 
way impeded. Victoria, the ebief port of 
Vancouver Island, may be reached by ves- 
sels sailing from New We-tmioster or Bur- 
rard inlet, on the mainland, by way of Plum- 
per Pass, which is navigable by vessels of the 
largest class; Mr. Browning tells us be has 
gone through the Pass ina vessel of 2,000 
And, in passing on to the sea 
southward it is not necessary to come within 
eight or ten miles of the dreaded San Juan. 
“Tue sight from San Juan towards Vancou- 
ver Isiand,’’ says Mr. Browning, ‘‘is broken 
by islands and over-water, exposed to heavy 
south-cast gales, and generally hazy. I bave 
often and again s:ood with others- on the 
deck of passing vesselsand laughed at the 
fears then wispered, but now openly avowed, 
of American guns sweeping the Canal de Haro 
and driving British shippiog ‘frum before 
them.’’ The Straits of Georgia, too, leading 
out to the oceans north-wesjerly, though de- 
clared by so competent an authority as the 
Globe to be impracticable, are quite the 
reverse, Again we refer to Mr. Browning's 
letter. ‘'The vessels of Her Majesty's navy 
aod the Hudson's Bay ships and trading vee~ 
sels bave gone that way from the memory of 
men, and the mail steamers of the United 
States; dod wap vessels too, pass through 
the Straits to-day op their way to and froa 
Alaska.” Never was a cook and-bull stor. 
so completely ‘kno ked o2 the head. 
British interests on the Pacific coast are in 
no way jeopardised by the decision which 
gives the Island of San Juan to the United 
States.

At a meeting of the Council yesterday, the 
Mayor ot Manchester (Mr. W. Boo) was 
taken to task in reference to bis presence at 
the dinner following the consecration ot 
Catbolic b shops when the healih of the Pope 
was drunk before that of the Queen. Mr. 
Alderman Watkin asked whether, as reported 
in Tuesday's papers, the Mayor of Manches- 
ter was a guest at a meeting of Papists in Sal- 
ford, and was present when the henlth of the 
Bisbop of Rome! was pro before that ot 
Queen Victoria. Mr. Alderman Grave said 
be shonid prowst against the Mayor answer- 
ing the question, which was not on the pro~ 
ceedings of the Council. He had no right to 
answerit, The Town Clerk : The Mayor will 
answer the question in one word, tuat the 
report is correct. The Mayor: If the Coun- 
cil wisb me to answer the question I will do 
so. I may say, however, that Mr. Aldermac 
Watkio is wanting in coartesy to myself. 
If be wanted an elsborate answer to a ques- 
tion of this description, it was as little as be 
could have done to. have made me acquainted 
with it b-fore th» Council met. I can only 
Say thet I was at tbe dinner, and that I 
should do the same thing again if I was asked. 
Mr. Ald. Bennett: The practice of proposing 
the toast of the Pope before that of the Queen 
is only following what I remember to bare 
been done in my early days, when at every 
dinner of the old Tories in Manchester the 
first toast was ‘‘The Church and the Queen.”
